This was done 
with a low charge to the farmers in 
der that as large a number of 
farmers as possible, in the area cover- 
‘d, could be induced to take the ser- 
vice, On adopting this method a fair 
over all picture could be obtained, 

After the experimental areas were 
completed and a study made, it ap- 
peared that the most feasible and 
economically sound way to carry out 
rural electrification in Alberta was 
on a co-operative basis. Under this 
method, farmer-owned Rural Electri- 
fication Co-operative Assoociations 
finance and owin al] the lines includ- 
ing the farmers’ tap lines and the 
step down substations at the point of 
connection with the main transmis- 
sion lines owned by the power com- 
panies, which radiate over the pro- 
vince from the power plants. 

The soundness’ of the decision to 
adopt this method has now been con- 
clusively proven, Today more than 
140 individual Rural Electrification 
Co-operative Associations have been 
completed, bringing service to more 
than 14,000 farms in the province. 
In addition , more than 100 other as- 
sociations are either being construct- 
ed or proposed for construction, The 
construction program to take care of 
these applications will demand all 
the material and manpower which is 
available for the next year on two. 
Wihen these new areas are completed 
several thousand more farms will be 
electrified, 

This is co-operation at its best. 
First of all, of the credit 
should go to the farmers themselves, 
to the government of Alberta which 
backs the loans of the associations 
and gives assistance in the forming 
of ¢o-operatives, and to the power 
companies which do the engineering, 
make the power available, and under- 
take the job of construction and oper- 
ation of the systems for the Co-oper- 
ative Associations,

WINNIPEG. — This year's early 
feeding season may be a break for 
western farmers. 


If the seed germinates and the 
grain flelds get enough spring mois- 
ture to put them well on the way, 
they will likely head off the damage 
from the new rust Race 15B in case 
it comes and to which none of the 
known wheat varieties are resistant.

Conservation By 


Prairie Farmers 
Is Urged | 


Forces of Nature Are 
Sources of Power But ! 
Can Rob Us of Crops 


REGINA.—There are millions 
of acres of land in western Can- 
ada which will become Arizona 
if the exploitation of agriculture 
practised in this country is con- 
tinued. ) 

This opinion was expressed here by 
J, T, Kyle of the Saskatchewan agri- 
culture department's conservation and 
development branch, 

Mr. Kyle said conservation in ag- 
riculture has come to the fore in 
Saskatchewan in the last six or sev- 
en years probably more strongly 
than in any other western province. 

“We had 10 years of very tough 
times during the 1930s and some of 
the things we neglected them have 
resulted in a great need for conser- 
vation,” he said. F 

The forces of nature, wind and 
water are potentially one of the 
greatest sources of power. If they 
get the upper hand, however, they 
can carry away the crop-producing 
soil. 

Methods used today in controlling 
wind and water erosion are summer- 
fallowing so that the trash cover re- 
mains on top of the soil, contour 
farming, grassing of waterways and 
strip cropping. 

Mr. Kyle said that in 1941 in west- 
ern Canada there were 4,000,000 
acres of abandoned land which for- 
merly had produced crops. If that 
land had been in production since 
1941 it would have produced more 
than 62,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

To deplete the top inch of soil on{ 
one acre of land of all plant nutri- 
ents, 480 bushels of wheat would 
have to be produced. Taking the 
average wheat yield of about 15 
bushels an acre in Saskatchewan, 
that would be the production of 31 
.crop years.

ON’T look at me like that, 

Warden, Yes, I know I said

I'd to spend 
my six months learning to read and 
write, The judge reminded me of all 
this when he gave me the three 
years, Said I'd no sooner come out 
of prison than I'd betrayed their 
confidence in me. 

“I realize now that there’s a lot 
in them old sayings—especially in 
that one that says that ignorance is 
bliss, Naturally, he thought I was 
trying to be clever and no judge can 
stand for that, and so I told him, 
‘I didn’t ask to be taught to read 
and write. And if anybody is to 
blame for me breaking the law this 
time, it’s the prison authorities them- 
selves, for educating me when I didn’t 
want any more learning than the 
little that I had.’ 

“You're right there, Warden, That 
outburst did me more harm than 
good, But it all boiled up inside me 
and I couldn't help myself. I’d man- 
aged pretty well till I was right past 
middle age. There'd been an occa- 
sional strétch now and then, but that 
was only: what I expected. I didn’t 
do much‘damage. I just stole enough 
to keep body and soul together, and 
sometimes just a little over. I wasn't 
educated enough to be ambitious. 

“Oh, yes, Warden, you have to be 
educated to be ambitious. Before 
learning *to read and write I did 
hardly ‘ny damage, as I just told 
you. A few trinkets here, a few bits 
of silver. there. I'm not saying it’s 
right, and I never claimed that it 
was, It was just that there wasn’t 
much else that I could do, not being

“Maybe you're right, Warden. 
Maybe I am making excuses. Per- 
haps I did take the line of least re- 
sistance but I didn’t mind paying the 
penalty, Prison life isn’t all that 
bad, especially when you haven’t been 
accustomed to anything very much 
better, 

“Yes, maybe I am being sorry for 
myself, Warden, But I’m the only 
one who is sorry, and, anyway, it’s 
the privilege of the old. It was only 
when I learned how to read and 
write that I began to feel dissatis- 
fied with my lot, It was then I real- 
ized that the world was full of loads 
of good things which had completely 
passed me by, They'd been beyond 
my reach, because of my—er— 
meagre income. 

“The more I read the more deter- 
mined I became to enjoy some of the 
pleasures and experiences that I'd 
missed. And I realized also that I 
was in a hurry. My time was run- 
ning short, and if I was to beat the 
years, I knew I would have to work 
fast. 


“True, Warden, I “worked too fast, 
and that’s where I made my mistake 
maybe. Still, I couldn't wait for that 
last spell to end. There was so much 
for which I longed, so much to do 
and see, so much to enjoy, and I was 
in this place wasting the last few 
years that were left to me. Of course, 


you didn’t understand. I didn’t ex- 
pect you to.” 
“You punished me, Warden, for 


making a nuisance of myself. I didn’t 
blame you. Just so, Warden, learn- 
ing to read and write makes a vast 
difference. Though I’m not sure I 
can agree with you that it’s an im- 
provement every time, That's a mat- 
ter of opinion. for one thing, I was 
fairly content before I received the 
blessing of an education. No, I 
wasn't happy, but I had that blessing 
which some poets claim is worth 
everything else—deep ignorance of 
those things which made me discon- 
tented the moment I learned that 
they were in existence. And ignor- 
ance had other advantages. I could 
always count on a fairly light sen- 
tence every time I was caught. Six 
months used to be the maximum. 
Here was I, a. fairly old man who 
couldn’t read a word or write one 
either—they couldn't help feeling 
sorry for me. I lacked the light by 
which to follow the straight and 
narrow. And they made the biggest 


mistake of their lives when they de-| 


@ded that I should have that light. 
I saw things I'd never seen before. 
And, what's more, I decided to have 
them. 

“That's why they weren't sorry for 
me this time. Three years they gave 
me— 

‘I'm sorry, Warden, I thought I 
had told you, I’m in for forgery 
this time. Ironic, isn't it?”

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Brahman Bull 
Attracting Man. 
Livestock Men 


BRANDON, ‘Man. — Interest of 
cattlemen of the province is now 
centering on the farm of R. V. 
Turner and Son of Neepawa, 
where an 11-month-old Brahman 
bull is now growing accustomed 
to the Canadian climate. 

Imported from the Glen Faver 
Ranch in Jasper, Texas, the bull is 
named Blanco Manso and it is the 
son of Baby Grande Manso, grand 
champion of the 1949 Corsican show. 

The Turners imported the bull at 
a cost of more than $1,000, exclusive 
of shipping charges, Having come 
straight from’ the Faver Ranch, it 
was wild on arrival,’ but is now quiet 
and tractable. 


The bull is steel .gray in color, 
darkening over the shoulders and 
with a black muzzle and switch. He 
has the long pendulous ears, the 
heavy dewlap and the hump which 
are characteristic of the breed, The 
hump is said to. make delicious pot 
roast, 

The Brahman breed is looked upon 
as the answer to many problems in 
the cattle industry. They have help- 
ed eliminate cancer eye, pink eye, 
ticks, most of the fly and worm prob- 
lems, and a dense concentration of 
sweat glands in the dewlap acts as 
a natural air conditioning and cool- 
ing feature which enables the ani- 
mals to maintain body temperature 
under a wide variety of climatic con- 
ditions, 

A native of India, the Brahman is 
the oldest of all breeds of cattle and+ 
it is estimated that more than half 
of all cattle in the world possess 
Brahman blood. They cross freely 
and were first imported to North 
America about 40 years ago with a 
view to improving breeds here. 

Only first crosses will be used on 
the Turner farm, as second crosses 
are considered to be unreliable. £ 

Mr. Turner reports that the 725- 
pound animal eats much like a horse, 
taking small mouthfuls of feed. He 
is now on a ration of hay three times 
daily plus twice daily feedings of 
one-half gallon of a 50-50 mixture of 
oat and barley chop. 

The Turners have 48 head of 
Shorthorn and Hereford cattle on 
their farm.

Saskatchewan Have Wide Range 


' Managers Say Main Demand Is For 
Staples But Trinkets Are Popular 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask.—When a Saskatchewan trading store 
operator says he can sell anything he isn’t stretching a point. 
The six stores in northern Saskatchewan sell practically every- 


thing in general merchandise. 


* These midget department stores 
can outfit a housewife as well as a 
trapper or fisherman, The needs of 
northerners, limited but highly spe- 
cialized, run from canoes, rifles, gill 
fishing nets and gasoline for outboard 
motors to foodstuffs, building ma- 


Store managers say the main de- 
mand is for such staples as lard, 
flour, sugar, milk, tea, tobacco, 
matches, gasoline, baby bottles and 
carriages and clothing. 

. Novelty trinkets are popular, espe- 
cially with Indian and Metis children, 
but their sale is tactfully discourag- 
ed as it is believed money spent in 
this way could be put to better use. 

The government trading operates 
at slightly more than cost. Sales 
totalled $248,000 last year. 

Saskatchewan Government Trad- 
ing, a division of the crown-owned 
Saskatchewan Marketing Services 
Corporation, grew out of the increas- 
ing services rendered by the provin-

Trading stores were operated by 
the government at Lac La Ronge and 
Wollaston Lake in 1945, Three years 
later Saskatchewan Marketing Serv- 
ices was incorporated and since then 
stores were established at Descham- 
bault, Snake Lake, Stanley and Cum- 
berland House, 

Typical is the Cumberland House 
store and its manager's residence, 
which cost about $15,000. Electricity 
for lighting is generated by the 
store’s own power plant. 

The store manager has to be a 
jack of all trades, All the stores have 
two-way radio sets and the manager 
has to be an expert radio man., A 
knowledge of fur trading also is re- 
quired, Once a year the store man- 
agers come to Prince Albert for a 
get-together, to lay plans for coming 
year with head office personnel. 

Typical manager is Ed Broome of 
Snake Lake, bearded father of a boy 
and girl. His wife is a registered 
district nurse with a full-time sched- 
ule of her own. A young school 
teacher who boards with the Broomes, 
and an elderly trapper, are. the only 
other white residents in the small 
settlement.

out in the province. 


Considering the 
fact that only a handful of farmers 
had rural electrification in 1948, the 
advancement which has been made in 
less tian ten years is really outstand- 
ing—an accomplishment which all 
those—the farmers, the government 
and the power companies—who had 
a part in this work, can be justly 
proud. 

Farmers in the co-operatives give 
their whole ‘earted support to the 
projects. This tends to reduce_ the 
cost something which could not be 
acieved if the projects were carried 
out either by the power companies 
alone or by the government alone. 

Here is a brief outline of how rural 
electrification co-operative associas 
tions are formed: 

In the very beginning a few farm- 
ers in’a district start talking about 
the possibility of getting farm electri. 
fication in t)eir area, This usually 
results in a letter or a trip to tha 
power company, Here the committee 
is advised to first of all, try and de- 
cide the boundaries of the possible 
area to be covered in the project. 
After this has been done a general 
meeting is called to which every 
farmer within the ‘boundaries of the 
‘area is invited to attend. If the re- 
sults of this meeting indicate that 4 
sufficient number of farmers in the 
district are interested in getting the 
power then a decision may be made 
to form a co-operative association, 

First a provisiona] board of direc- 
tors is appointed and this provisional 
board should consist of not less than 
five people and seven is perferred, 
(Under the Co-operative Act any ten 
people may form an- association.) 
From this first general meeting vol- 
unteers are called for to canvass and 
accurately locate the farms of all 
those who are interested in receiy- 
ing electric power, Alpplication forms 
for,this purpose are supplied by the 
ower company with a place provided

How Do You Conserve Soil? 
The greatest extravagance of the 


| people of Western Canada today 


is the needless waste of the 
country’s land and water resources, 
E xtravagance means living beyond 
one’s means—and we have ‘peen 
doing exactly that with respect to 
our prairie topsoil. Unless we pre- 
vent this extravagance, which is 
reducing each year the produc- 
tivity of millions of acres of fertile 
farm land, Western Canada _ will 
eventually become one of the “have- 
not” countries of the world. By 
proper land use we can, if we will, 
protect and conserve our soils. 

Things That Can Be Done. Here 
are some of the things every farmer 
in Western Canada can do this 
year—no, not next year, this year— 
to conserve topsoil: (1) Use suit- 
able, approved crosion-control prac- 
tices to stop wi ishing and blowing. 
(2) Stop excessive cultivation of 
land that washes or blows easily. 
(3) Use tillage,® stubble - mulching 
(trash cover), and other cropping 
practices to protect the soil and 
save rainfall. (4) Hold the rain 
that falls on the land for the use of 
crops, grasses, trees, livestock, and 
for other purposes. (5) Use manure 
and fertilizer where needed, in the 
right amounts and at the right time. 
(6) Plant grasses or legumes on 
areas too steep or shallow to cul- 
tivate profitably. (7) Eliminate 
over-grazing when grass is thin and 
short by practicing controlled or 
rotational grazing. (8) Improve 
native pastures and planted grass- 
lands through better management. 
(9) Plan and use a well-balanced 
cropping program, which includes 
grasses and legumes. 

Saving the Soil. According to Dr. 
Hugh H. Bennett, the father of the 
soil conservation movement of the 
United States, these and other 
sound farming practices, which pro- 
tect the land and increase produc- 
tion, ®are the real tools of soil 
- conservation, Through their con- 
tinual use prairie farmers can save 
their topsoil. Use them yourself— 
encourage your neighbors to prac- 
tice soil conservation measures in 
1952. ®
